Diminished demand, resulting from the 


meat boycott, has already brought a re- 
duction of from 2 
the better grades of meat in Boston. The 
decrease is shown both in the wholesale 
and retail prices, but is more noticeable 


to 4 cents a pound on 


in the expensive cuts than in the cheaper 


because of the greater demand for the 
latter. 

‘Local representatives of the western 
packers today would make no comment 
on the Boston consumers’ protest com- 
mittee recommendation that citizens ab- 
stain from meat for a fortnight. How- 
ever, it is said that shipments from the 
West are being curtailed, and there is 
no uncertainty among the trade as to 
the significance of the recommendation. 

The agents state that the whole matter 
will adjust itself along logical lines. The 
prices are dependent on the law of supply 
and demand alone they say, and as legis- 
lation regulating the appetite is always 
impracticable, this method, they say, 
eannot solve economic problems, 

The No Meat Club, which is operat- 
ing independently of the consumers’ pro- 
test committee, is perfecting plans for a 
big meeting at Faneuil hall tomorrow. 
The officers favor boycotting all meat 
products but intend to seek a fair ex- 
pression of opinion at the meeting.

/ ment followed by a postal diary 
which certainly was kept quite irregu- 
‘larly. 
| The diary begins with the 16th and 
‘ends with the 23d of a month not named, 
‘and mentions the arrival and a further 
| travel of letters forwarded from a local 
_postoffice. An entry rays: 
| “On the 2lst day of the month, at 
the fifth hour, the postal rider escorting 
|the mail from the south delivered to 
| the postal clerk, Phanias, at this station, 
i two letters. These letters were later de- 
| livered by Assistant Postmaster Horos

to the postal rider Nikodemos, who de- 
_parted with them for the north.” 

| This papyrus relates also that the 
‘chief officials of ‘he al postoffice, 
| which was perhaps in the neighborhood 
‘of Ptolemais, were the two brothers 
Phoenix, who were known also under 
the sobriquet of hundred-acre men; that 
they were colonists of the really 
prosperous class. The service they were 
rendering in the p -foffice was an office 
‘of honor that had been conferred on 
| them. 

| That a salary was alloted to Phanias, 
the postal clerk, is one of the entries of 
the diary; but the amount of it is not 
mentioned, and that the diary was writ- 
ten on a papyrus, of which the far 
greater part had already been used, 
shows that the brothers had proposed 
'to conduct their office economically,

The 
petition sets forth that the latest interpretation of the laws will not 
only prevent the protestant from producing his play in. Massachusetts, 
but it also will bar “A Midsummer Night's Dream,” “The Tempest,” 
“Iwing John,” “Richard IIL,” “A Winter's Tale,” “Romeo and 
Juliet.” “Rip Van Winkle,” “Peter Pan,” “Uncle Totm’s Cabin,” and 
all other plays in which there are characters to be portrayed by 
children. | 

Qf the justice and desirability of the Massachusetts child labor 
miws in general there can be no doubt. Of their specific application to 
the children emploved in presenting plays, some of the people inter- 
ested in giving stage productions must, as a matter of course, speak 
unfavorably. Granting these are correct in their contention that there 
are many imstances in which the children are benefited rather than 
harmed by doing the work assigned them, and that the character 
of the employment is of a superior kind that should exclude it from 
the operation of the labor laws, it must be admitted that to decide 
just what stage work should or should not be done by children would 
at times prove a rather difficult matter. Since it would be manifestly 
wrong to employ children in doing work behind the ‘scenes, the law, 
Ho doubt, 1s based on the behef that it would be quite as wrong for 
them to do work in view of the audience. Other conditions. such as 
the general stage surroundings, late hours, and the like, are also to 
he taken into cr msideration. 

Since, as Shakespeare says, the purpose of the play is “to hold, 
as twere, the mirror up to nature,” it is to be regretted that the 
clnldren cannot occupy in the play the unportant place they fill 
in real life. Then, too, there is the matter of early training such 
as that which many “child wonders” have received in former vears. 
Some of the subsequently famous stars made their professional debuts 
while they were yet mere infants. There are many who believe that 
unless an actor has been “born and brought up on the stage he 
can never reach the highest perfection of his art. That the presenting

It would mean the 
separating of the cars, so far as the motor 
power is concerned, so that a single break at 
the central point could no longer tie up the 
entire system or a section. = It would mean 
that the “rush hour” problem, with its heavy 
load on the power station, would no longer 
be a central difficulty in city traction adminis- 
tration. It would also mean much in helping to improve the 
appearance Of our cities, for it would free the streets from wires. 
Regarding the trolley companies, the greatest difficulty under 
which their lines are operated, whether the trolley wire is under- 
eround or overhead, is the heavy load during rush hours. So long as 
he power 1s limited to the carrying capacity of one set of wires and 
the momentary mMaxnnum ot one generating plant, a system will be 
handicapped in trying to take care of an extra demand. But, as the 
inventor says, that dithculty will be at once removed when the storage 
battery becomes a practical factor in street railway traffic. Cars can 
be charged m advance, and the only question will be as to the number 
available when the demand comes to transport the maximum number 
of people.

than at present—women's organizations everywhere will be doing a 
service for humanity by discouraging all attempts to crowd the great 
cities of the land any more than they are crowded now.
